Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed proposed draft amendments and how they overcome the 
current rejections. Applicant emphasized the proposed amendment limits the claims structurally to the truncated forms 
of beta secretase comprising amino-acid residues 63-452 of SEQ ID NO:2. i.e.. lacking the signal sequence, 
proenzyme and transmembrane regions. Proteins of such structure crystalize more easily than that of full SEQ ID 
NO:2. Applicants argued that Gurne/s provisional aplication60/101,594 does not identify the signal sequence, 
proregions and misidentifies transmembrane domain. Furthermore, Applicants argued that the amended claims differ 
from Powell's amino acid sequence due to a single amino acid difference. The examiner appreciates Applicant's 
helpful comments and proposal of amendment that will be considered in further prosecution. 
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
